IGHT IS ENOUGH star Dick Van Patten’s 
career spanned decades - but even 
with his great success in Hollywood, he 
regretted becoming an actor!

“Dick was pushed into the theater when he was 
just a small boy - so he really had no say in the 
matter,” a source tells GLOBE. 


“But he always hated that he didn’t have a 
normal childhood like other kids and he always 
carried great guilt at how his success destroyed 
his own family! 

“He always wondered if it would have been 
better had he never become an actor.” 

Van Patten’s ambitious stage mother, Jo, took 
him to his first photo shoot for a New York 
modeling agency when he was just three. 

She was determined to make him - and his 
younger sister, Joyce - into Broadway stars. Jo 
let nothing stand in the way of making her dream 
a reality, even if it meant ruining her family. 

In his autobiography. Eighty Is Not Enough, 
Van Patten confessed his mother was driven by

D isgraced Brett Butler 
got booted from her sit- 
com, Grace Under Fire, 
for drug troubles and shock- 
ing diva behavior, but now 
she’s cleaned up her act and 
has come back as a psychic!

She lost her stardom after 
spiraling into a nightmare 
of drug abuse, depression, 
weight gain and poverty. 

“I almost died 
like Michael Jack- 
son. I was dying 
of addiction,” she 
reveals. “I did 
everything but 
crack and nee- 
dles pretty much. 

“I lost my hus- 
band, my job 
and the respect 
of people I admire greatly, ev- 
erything. The closeness that 
I came to dying was really 
remarkable.” 

Butler hit rock bottom so 
hard she found herself in a 
homeless shelter. 

But after spells in drug re- 
hab, she’s fought back. She 
had a small role as a bar- 
tender on Charlie Sheen’s FX 
sitcom Anger Management 
and on the soap The Young 
and the Restless in 2012. 

And she’s hoping her former 
Grace Under Fire co-workers 
don’t bear grudges. “I hope 
I’m forgiven,” she says.

She once 
demanded a private chartered 
jet rather than fly with the 
rest of her cast.

“unrelenting ambition... She felt 
it every minute of the day. She 
could never settle for not trying.” 

Her ruthlessness destroyed 
her relationship with Dick’s 
grandmother, Florence Van 
Patten. 

Inheriting some money from 
a sister in 1935, Florence de- 
cided to take a trip to California. 
Jo insisted 6-year-old 
Dick accompany his 
granny so he could 
make connections with 
Hollywood studios. 

Infuriated’ 

The grandmother and 
the boy tried to see 
Stan Laurel at MGM, 
but were turned away. 

They were also rebuffed 
at other studios. 

Jo was “infuriated” 
at Florence for her 
“timidity, indifference, 
and even incompetence.” 

She accused her mother- 
in-law of not being 
determined enough and 
failing to promote Dick’s career. 

“The result was a profound 
rift,” Van Patten wrote. “It lasted 
the rest of their lives. They never 
spoke again.” 

Van Patten also had to endure 
cruel “ribbing” from the kids 
in his tough New York neigh- 
borhood who taunted him for 
being a “sissy” because he took 
modeling jobs. 

“That was horrible,” he 
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remembered. “Kids can certainly 
be cruel.” 

From age 7, Van Patten starred 
in numerous New York stage 
plays, including 1939’s The 
American Way with Frederic 
March and Thornton Wilder’s 
The Skin of Our Teeth in 1942. 

Meanwhile, Dick’s father, 
Richard Sr., felt abandoned as 
his wife poured all her time and 
energy into showbiz. 
As a result, he plunged 
into an affair with a 
younger woman he’d 
met while selling 
furniture at Flint & 
Horner in Manhattan. 

One day, the mother 
of his mistress turned 
up at the Van Pattens’ 
door. Jo confronted 
Dick’s father, who 
admitted cheating. 

“A few days later, 
he moved out,” dev- 
astated Van Patten 
recalled. “I just wanted 
him to come back. But 
he wouldn’t.” 

Instead, his father 
enlisted in the Marines “to get 
away from it all,” Dick said. 

Their father’s departure trig- 
gered tremendous resentment in 
his little sis, Joyce, against “my 
mother’s obsession with the en- 
tertainment world,” wrote Van 
Patten. 

“Joyce also felt we were mea- 
sured too much by our success. 
If we were working, we were 
treated one way, if we didn’t get

a job, it was something different.” 

“Joyce rebelled” by eloping at age 16 with 
an older man, Tom King, who later became 
an ABC executive. The marriage was brief 
and Joyce, now 81, wed and divorced three 
more times. 

Meanwhile, Van Patten had no choice 
but to continue acting. He began landing 
guest stints on TV shows like Rawhide, 
Naked City, I Dream of Jeannie, and 
The Streets of San Francisco. But he 
didn’t hit pay dirt until 1977 - at age 
49 - when he landed the breakthrough 
role as widower Tom Bradford on 
Eight Is Enough. 

He became a star and amassed a 
$30 million fortune. After “Eight” ended 
in 1981, he played roles on The Love 
Boat, Growing Pains, and WIOU. 

His rough life as a child actor led Van 
Patten to help Adam Rich, who played 
his son, Nicholas, on “Eight,” when the 
youth spiraled into booze and cocaine 
issues and couldn’t find new work.

At 22, Rich was arrested for breaking 
a pharmacy window to steal drugs. Dick 
bailed him out - and “tried to talk some 
sense into him.” 

“I think Dick convinced him that he 
couldn’t cope with the pressures of fame 
and Hollywood,” says the source. “Rich 
hasn’t continued his acting career, and that 
advice from Dick may 
have saved his life.” 

Meanwhile, Van 
Patten, who recon- 
ciled with his parents 
in later years, made 
his own family a pri- 
ority. He and wife 
Pat, parents of sons 
Nels, 60, Jimmy, 58, 
and Vincent, 57, were 
married for 61 years. 

And his family was by his side as he 
bravely battled for life. 

Van Patten, who frequently wore hats 
and bandages on his head after battles with 
skin cancer, took a turn for the worse in 
May and spent nearly a month in the hos- 
pital. Earlier in his life, he’d waged a long 
battle with heart problems “that made him 
appreciate the time he had with his family 
even more,” the source says. 

“He saw his parents’ marriage fall apart 
imder the pressures of show business - and 
he swore early on that he would never let 
that happen to him and Pat. 

“He also vowed to never push his children 
into a career. His sad last wish was that his 
mother had allowed him the same freedom. 

“His life could have been so very different 
if she had.” -JIM NELSON

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TRUE CRIME 


S ENIOR citizen Merrill Kimball 
will spend the rest of his life 
behind bars for gunning down 
Leon Kelley in a bizarre dispute 
over a honeybee farm. 

A judge in Portland, Maine, 
reluctantly clobbered the 72-year-old 
shooter with a 25-year sentence after 
Kimball was convicted of murder. 
Ironically, Kimball had turned down 
a plea bargain that would have gotten 
him a lighter sentence. 

Amazingly, Justice Ronald Cole 
apologized for the June 5 mandatory 
sentence that will probably condemn 
Kimball to die behind bars. 

“My hands are tied,” Cole declared. 
“The legislature has set the sentence, a 
minimum mandatory sentence that can 
be imposed for murder. 

“I don’t think it’s a fair situation. This 
is not the usual history for someone 
who is charged with murder.” 

The 5-foot- 11, 170-pound Kimball had 
claimed self-defense for pumping three 
slugs into 6-foot-4, 285-pound Kelley 
during a fierce argument. 

But the prosecutor called Kimball’s 
decision to shoot Kelley, 63, “a rash and 
impulsive act by an angry and foolish 
man.” 

Tensions exploded 

The tragedy was triggered by a 
feud between the men’s families after 
Stan Brown, the owner of the North 
Yarmouth bee farm, changed his will. 

Instead of leaving the lucrative 
Brown’s Bee Farm to family members 
including his daughter, Kathleen, 68, 
who was Kelley’s wife, he bequeathed 
the business to Kimball’s spouse, Karen, 
60, who’d been managing the operation 
in recent years. 

Kathleen was convinced her 90-plus- 
year-old dad was mentally confused 
and taken advantage of by Karen, who 
began working at the farm in 2009. 

The tensions exploded in a murderous 
clash on Oct. 6, 2013, when Kimball, 
Karen and her son, Damon Carroll, 35, 
arrived at the farm to pick up two dozen 
50-pound jars of honey valued at $5,000. 

On a tape played at trial, Kathleen 
called the 911 dispatcher and asked 
for officers to come to the farm to quiet 
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Bee farm feud eRilodes in 
MURDER over $5,000 in honey

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things down. Suddenly, three gunshots ring 
out and she frantically screams: “Oh my God, 
he just shot my husband.” 

According to evidence, hulking Kelley 
began shoving Kimball down the 35-foot 
drive of the bee farm. 

As Kimball got to the edge of the woods, he 
drew a .380-caliber Ruger pistol and blasted 
away. 

Later, Kimball, who had a concealed 
permit for the weapon, reportedly blurted 
out, “What was I supposed to do? He came at 
me. I’m 70 years old.” 

At one point, Kathleen is heard blasting 
Karen as a “liar” and a “thief.” 

Paramedics raced to the scene, but Kelley 
died in an ambulance on the way to a 
hospital. 

While prosecutors admitted Kelley was the 
aggressor in the fight, they noted Kimball 
had been drinking and questioned whether 
the booze caused him to “overreact.” 

Kimball’s lawyers claimed in court that the 
shooting was in self-defense. 

But Kathleen testified she feared for her 
life, too, after she saw her husband shot dead. 

“My thoughts always start with seeing 
Merrill Kimball holding the pistol and 
wondering who he was going to shoot next,” 
she said. 


Meanwhile, her dad, Stan Brown, died in 
May at age 95. 



Days earlier, Kathleen filed a wrongful 
death suit against Kimball seeking $1 
million from his assets including his house 
in Yarmouth. 

While the judge believes the mandatory 
sentence was too harsh on Kimball, 
prosecutor John Alsop praised it, saying, 
“He will spend the rest of his life in jail, and 
we believe justice was done.”

Viciously assaulted 

Tragically, Alemany, who was 
sentenced in June, should have 
already been behind bars. As 
GLOBE previously reported, a 
woman he viciously assaulted 
in 2012 managed to snatch his 
wallet and give it to cops, but the 
lawmen didn’t take action. 

In January, Jerome Hall- 
Brewster’s demotion from 
detective to patrol officer - for 
failing to arrest Alemany in the 
2012 case - was upheld by a state 
agency.

CONFESSING AFFAIR 

A s he nears his 97th birthday, 
televangelist Rev. Billy Graham 
has been devastated by a sex 
scandal that threatens 
to rip his family 
apart and has friends 
fearing for his life. 

Often hailed as the most 
admired man in America, 
the frail religious leader was 
“horrified” when he learned 
his favorite grandson, Tullian 
Tchividjian, had been forced 
to resign as pastor of a Florida- 
based megachurch after having 
an affair. 

The furor has “just torn at 
the heart of Billy and weak- 
ened him even further,” says a 
friend. “We fear the scandal is killing him.” 

Adds a pal, “To see a cheating scandal 
invade his own home at the hands of 
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Pastor Tullian Tchividjian - the son of Biily's daughter, Gigi (inset) 
- admitted cheating after saying he'd iearned his wife Kim (above) 
had an affair. Tchividjian agreed to resign his post from Fiorida's 
majestic, 2,000-member Corai Ridge Presbyterian Church (left) 


Tullian is heartbreaking for 
him. 

“He’s long seen his grandson 
as his spiritual heir.” 

Graham’s grandson, 42, 
admitted to leaders at Coral 
Ridge Presbyterian in Fort 
Lauderdale that he plunged 
into an affair after learning his 
wife, Kim, had allegedly cheated on him. 

He issued a written statement on June 
21, declaring, “As many of you know, I 


returned from a trip a few months back 
and discovered that my wife was having 
an affair. 

“As her affair continued, we separated. 
Sadly and embarrassingly, I subsequently 
sought comfort in a friend and developed 
an inappropriate relationship myself.” 

When church leaders confronted him 
about his sexual antics, he says, “I admit- 
ted to it and it was decided that the best 
course of action would be for me to resign.” 

His wife, Kim, says his statement

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reflected “my husband’s opinions but not 
my own.” 

A friend says Graham urged his grandson 
to fight to save his marriage in the days 
leading to his resignation from the 2,000 
member church. 

“Billy begged Tullian to put his family 
back together. Tullian has three children,” 
the friend says. “He said, that over time, 
Tullian can rise from the ashes of this 
moral failing. 

Troubled teen 

“But he needs his family to do that. 

“Sadly, Tullian told his grandfather he 


didn’t see any 
way to save his 
marriage. That 
hurt Billy worse 
than having to 
see his grandson 
resign from his church in 
disgrace. 

“Family is everything to him.” 

Tullian is one of the seven children 
of Graham’s oldest daughter, Gigi, and 
her psychologist husband, Dr. Stephen 
Tchividjian. 

A troubled teen who was kicked out 
of the house at age 16, he plunged into a 


nightmare of drugs and booze and even 
stole from employers to fuel his wild 
lifestyle. But his life turned around after 
meeting waitress Kim when he was 21. 

They focused their life on religion and 
Tullian reconciled with his family. The 
pair married in 1994. The former high 
school dropout enrolled in evangelical 
college and began to follow in his famous 
grandfather’s footsteps. 

Although Graham’s son, Franklin, 
became the most powerful preaching 
force in the family following Billy’s 2007 
retirement, Tullian, who has authored 
eight books and is a religion professor, 
“was really seen as the rising star by 
Billy,” says the friend.

Now, friends fear the ailing Graham 
won’t be able to bounce back from the 
blow of Tullian’s disgrace. 

A recluse at his home in Montreat, N.C., 
the beloved preacher suffers 
from Parkinson’s disease, 
has largely lost his vision and 
hearing, is mostly wheelchair- 
bound and must use oxygen. 

He has battled prostate can- 
cer, suffered fractures of his 
foot and pelvis and had a par- 
tial hip replacement surgery. 
He has also had several lengthy 
stays in hospital fighting life- 
threatening pneumonia. 

But son Franklin says “his 
mind is still clear.” 

The friend also notes Graham 
is still heartbroken over the 2007 
death of Ruth, his wife of 67 
years. 

And now Tullian’s scandal may 
be too much to bear. 

“Billy deserves better in what are the last 
months of his life,” says the friend. 

“He’s devastated. We fear his family 
being locked in a scandal like this is going 
to hasten his demise.”

S HOCKING new photos of 
Alan Alda have sparked 
fears the M*A*S*H 
legend is facing his last 
days after terrifying battles 
with mental illness and deadly 
medical problems. 

Sources who have seen 
the tragic 79-year-old star 
were shocked by his haggard 
appearance. 

“I didn’t realize it was Alan at 
first. It’s so sad,” says a source. 
“Time is taking 
a heavy toll on 
him.” 

Now friends 
are urging Alda 
to update his 
2005 memoir - 
and tell his entire 
story - before he 
takes his final 
curtain call. 

“He’s finally ready to talk 
about so much more that hap- 
pened in his life that he has 
kept buried,” says a source. 

Terrifying violence 

“He has battled mental ill- 
ness, paranoia and struggled 
with fame. He wants to 
tell how he has man 
aged to come to 
grips with all the 
heartache and 
anger that has , 
tormented him 
all his life.” 

Alda, who has 
two movies out 
this year - The 
Longest Ride in April, 
and Bridge of Spies in 
October - has been haunted 
by mental illness throughout 
life. 

As a child, he had to survive 
terrifying violence from his 
beauty queen mother Joan, a 
former Miss New York, who 
was plagued with murderous 
hallucinations triggered by her 
paranoid schizophrenia. 

“She thought people were

trying to kill her. She thought 
Alan was trying to kill her,” 
says the source. “In order to 
survive, he had to watch her 
very carefully.” 

At age six, he watched in hor- 
ror as his mother try to stab his 
singer-actor dad Robert in a 
jealous rage. 

“Joan suffered from furious 
fits of jealousy because his 
father worked with beautiful 
burlesque dancers,” says the 

„ . . source. “Alan 

cowered in ter- 
ror when she 
picked up a 
knife and tried 
to plunge it into 
his dad’s face. 

“He thought 
he was going to 
lose his beloved 
dad. When Joan 
was disarmed, little Alan picked 
up the knife and plunged it into 
a wooden table bending it so 
his mother couldn’t use it as a 
weapon again.” 

Joan was also convinced 
their apartment was bugged 
and that spies were listening to 
her every word, watch- 
ing her every move. 
“She would try 
to make her son 
doubt his own 
; sanity with her

hallucinations, cursing him for 
not seeing or hearing the imag- 
inary folk who spoke to her 
constantly,” says the source. 

“She lived in a fantasy world 
and tried to drag Alan down 
to the dark 
depths of depres- 
sion and weird 
imagination she 
suffered.” 

Ironically, he 
had to battle his 
own mental de- 
mons at a high 
point in his life, 
when he shot 
to stardom as 
sarcastic Dr. 

Hawkeye Pierce 
in TV’s hit sitcom 
M*A*S*H, which 
ran 11 seasons from 1972 to 
1983. 

“He struggled with fame and 
actually became unhinged for a 
while,” says another source. 


“Members of the public would 
grab him and it affected him 
so much he felt he was being 
hunted. 

“He had night terrors where 
he’d see somebody in the room 
who wanted to 
strangle him! It 
was a hallucina- 
tion but it seemed 
so real to him.” 

He also sur- 
vived deadly 
polio as a small 
child and mirac- 
ulously avoided 
being crippled 
by the savage 
disease. 

And in 2003, 
he nearly died 
from an intestinal 
blockage that struck while he 
was filming the public televi- 
sion show Scientific American 
Frontiers on a mountain top in 
Chile. 




The doctor in a rural village 
had to remove part of his intes- 
tines or he would’ve died. 

Now, friends want Alda to 
reveal how he triumphed over 
so many tragedies, especially 
his childhood with his demented 
mom. 

“Alan grew up deeply ashamed 
of having a mad mother - it was 


a subject that was taboo with 
him for many years. 

“Now, pals are urging him to 
deal with it in depth, to get it off 
his mind once and for all. They 
want him to show that you can’t 
let the past rule your life.”

• Blood in the stool or 
urine: This can signal more 


serious illness, like colorectal 
cancer, which, if caught early, 
is curable. 

• Poor diet and exercise 
habits: Don't exaggerate how 
much you exercise and down- 
play your excess eating. Poor 
lifestyle habits are linked 

to chronic diseases such as 
heart disease, diabetes and 
more. 

• Depression: Emotions can 
cause loss of appetite, head- 
aches and gastrointestinal 
woes. Your doctor can help 
with therapy or short term 
medication. 

• Stopping a medication 
without the doctor's 
approval: That's especially 
dangerous with blood pres- 
sure meds, blood thinners 
and antidepressants. 





• A loss of interest in sex: 

This can signal a more seri- 
ous problem such as vascular 
disease, an imbalance in 
blood chemistry and even 
anxiety or depression. 

• Past medical history: 
Write down all surgeries, 
previous illnesses, allergies 
and diseases that run in the 



family - and carry the record 
with you.

Apparently, the 
antioxidants in the tea that may help prevent heart disease 
and cancer also appear to inhibit the body from absorbing the 
blood pressure medication. Test subjects who drank three cups 
of green tea a day experienced a 76 percent drop in the blood 
absorption rate of the drug. Researchers conclude, "Patients 
treated with nadolol should avoid drinking green tea."

see him in his grave. 

In the new documentary 
Soaked in Bleach, re- 
tired Seattle Police 
Chief Norm Stamper, 
who ran the department 
when Cobain died in 
1994, admits his inves- 
tigators made mistakes 
on the case, which was 
officially ruled a suicide! 

He now contends police 
should have studied “patterns 
involved in the behavior of 
key individuals who had a 
motive to see Kurt Cobain 
dead” - and if he were still in 
charge “I would reopen this 
investigation.” 

The Nirvana lead singer, 27, 
was found dead in his Lake 
Washington home on April 8, 
1994. Seattle cops determined 
the death was the result of

a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound. 

But the documentary 
seems to suggest he may have 
been injected with a “lethal 
dose of heroin” and the death 
scene could’ve been staged to 
look like a suicide so his wife 
could cash in. 

But Hole singer Love, 50, 
denies any involvement in her 
husband’s death. She insists 
the murder theory has been 
“repeatedly debunked . . . and 
cannot have any credibility.”
